Thirdly, in that fire 1s du- 
rable, and gveth not out until 
the combuſtible matter be 
conſumed,may be called ever- 
laſting and unquenchable; for 
the fire that deſtroyed theC1- 
tics of of Sodom and Gomorrah 
is cal ed eternall Fire, and 3* 
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(a word of as large fſignifica- 
tion)in that it confumed thoſe - 
Cities, for where no wood 1s 
the fire goeth out, Proverbs 
26.26. 

Fourthly, if Fire were ever- 
laſting, it will not follow that 
which is caſt into it is everlaſt- 
ing; the wicked are:compared 
to Chaffe and Stubble, fire 1s 
nt long in con:uming them, 
burn the chaff, Tſa,5. 24. It a- 
ny ſay chaffe will be ever bar- 
ning, and never conſumed, we 
know the contrary. 

Fifthly , conſider that the 
Scripture {ometime ule words 
that exceed their ſignification, 
and are not ſtrictly ro be un- 
derſtood according to their 
letter and ſignification of 
thoſe words, as Fohn 21.25:

chimney and carry him away ; 
bur not any but chilcren and 
fools will be ſcared with ſuch 
Bulbeggers. 

The fourth pillar that up- 
holds their Hell-rorment, is 
the conſent of their Preach- 
ers, their learned and godly 
men agree herein, bur their 
weak, and. various, and uncer- 
tain grounds , declare that 
they have not ſtudied the 
point, but when teachers and 
hearers are 1gnorant any 
thing will ſerve and pals for 
truth , the fimple believe e- 
yery word; all ſorts of Ptieſts 
agree and abuſe the people , 
the Mahometan Prieſts blow 
a powder into their eyes that 
come to ſee Mahomet hang, 
that 
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that maketh the quite blind, 
thar for ever after they are led 
and the Prieſts fay that the 
glory of the ſight of Maho- 
mer is {o great that it takerh 
away their ſight for ever af- 
ter, and about Eaiſter-time 
for ten dayes there 1s great 
joy about a great fire for their 


Prieſt Mihomer, and thoſe 


that caſt themſelves into the 
fire and are burnt to death 
are counted Martyrs, and 


once a year the tomb .ot Ma- 


homet 1s carried abroad upon 
a cart, and his Prieſts ſay thar 
zhoſe that put themſelves un- 
der the wheel of that cart and 
are cruſhed to death, they 
ſay to dye Martyrs, and ſome 
are ſo fimple to do ſo, that fo 
they may dye Martyrs , fo 
the he Py © prieſts =

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a'l ſorts of Piteſts have grcat- 
ly dezuded and deceived the 


people, blowing- ſomething | 


into their eares that tor cver 
ater they are not able to hear 
and receive the truth ; but as 
M. Beza did deteſt the Papiſts 
Limbus and purgatory,lfo dy 
I cheir dreams ot hell,:t being 
a device of man withour 
ſcripture, with all their un- 
certain brain-fick fancies, tor 
the imaginations of men have 
no end. 

The 5.pilar of hell is their 
wreſting the ſcripture to up- 
hold their hell of torments ; 
this cozeneth and deccives 
many under colour of divine 
authority , when its but hu- 
mane, though they are not 
pleaſed publickly ro ſay ſo, 
becauſe it ſtreams not to their 
purpole, 
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purpole, the Scriptures they 
alledge to prove it, is above 
conſidered, if any fay I wreſt 
Scripture, I appeal to the lear- 
ned in the Languages, for to 
them concerneth the deciſion 
of the fignification of words, 
who (as I have ſhewed) teſtifie 
with me. 

The ſixth pillar of Hell is 
their Arguments and Reaſons 
they bring to prove Hell-tor- 
ments,which have been conſ1- 
dered. 

The ſeventh pillar of He! 
is a ſtrong Perſwaſton that 1s 
in men.,chat the believing Hel- 
torments 15 a great means to 
leave fin and to live a holy 
life;and che not believing Hel- 
torments 15 a means to com- 
mir all fin with greedinefle, 
and to live as they liſt on 
the

there were no Hell. 


Carnal hearts of men ta- 
keth offence of every thing, 
except the Law of Workes ,

to be ane of the greateſt Do- 
crines of liberty to ſin that e- 
ver was, and is by the igno-

damned ; the Papiſts (ay, if 
good works fave us not, to 
what purpoſe ſhall we doe 
them*then we may live as we

have an Advocate, 1 Joh. 2.1. 
not any thing can ſeparate us 
from the love of God, Rom. 8. if 
we be not appointed to lite,we 
cannot be ſaved though we 
ſhould doe never ſo much 
g00d, ye ſee how this truth 1s 
turned to wantonnefle, the A- 
poſtle exhorts not to turne 
this grace of God into wan- 
tonneſs, Rom,6.1. 15. the cor- 
rupt heart of man is ready to 
do it, there are many things 
in Pau/s Epiſtles which the 
!2norant, unlearned ( that 
know not God in Chriſt 
wreſt to their own deſtructions 
will any therefore ſay that 
the Doctrine of Election and 
Salvation by Chriſt alone 1s

760. he alſo 
ſaith the Proteſtants hold, 
that the fall of Adam was 
both foreſeen of God and de- 
creed to be, not permitted on- 
ly, they alledge Gen.45.5,8. 
2 Sam. 24.1, Ad.2. and Ads 
4-22,28, ſhould ungod'y Inſts, 
Fd. 
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Fudz. 18.tor the crezture was 
made ſubje& ro vanity, not 
wilngly, but by reaſon of 
him thit hath ſubjected the 
ſane in hope, Rom 8. 20. Dr, 
William Whitaker againſt Cam- 
p/on the Jeſuite faith, now 
anſwer me Campion, do you 
think chat which any one 
doth, how wicked ſoever, is 
done whether God will or 
no*.f you hold that any thing 
1s done againſt Gods will, 
what providence or ommpo- 
tency do you leave him? for 
he that permitteth that to be 
done which he would by no 
means have to be done, it 1s 
certain, that he is not endued 
with ſo great power as that 
he can forbid that which he 
would not have done,where- 
tore you muſt needs — 
caat 
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that all things rhar are done, 
3re done by the will of God ; 
and pag. 196. all confeſs, God 
could have hindered fin to be 
it he had ſo pleaſed, bur he 
would not hinder it, therefore 
it was his will it ſhould be, 
the will of God, and not fin, 
is the cauſe of Gods Cecree, 
and the being of all things; the 
w.!l and pleaſure of God is 
the Wombe from whence 
{pringerh every work of the 
Creature, Kom, 4. 11, God 
muſt firſt will his Creatare 
to ſtand or fall before he can 
do either, Ads 21. 14, Phil, 
2,13, Prov. 21. 4, the evil 
actions of men are not onely 
foreleen of God, but decreed, 
{aich Mr, Par in his grounds 
of Divinity: we are not ſaved 
from finne, except we have 
com- 
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committed (in, therefore ſal- 
vation from ſinne is not with- 
out committing Sinne, faith 
Fulk , pag. 121. God willed 
and Cecreed his glory and 
mans happineſs; theretore he 
willed and decreed the mezns 
to it: the end and moving 
cauſe of his willing fin to be, 
is for his glory, which cauſe 
it was neceflary tor fin to bes 
if finne had not been, how 
ſhould the goodneſs of God 
in giving man eternal life in 
glory appeared,his love in ſen- 
ding Chriit ro die? if there 
had not been {inne, there had 
been no need of Chiiſts C0- 
ming , nor of his death and 
righteouſneſs; moſt of the 
oreat works of God in this 
world and that to come, have 
dependence or reference to 
{ins 
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fin ; how ſhould we have lived 
by F:it1, exerciſed the fruits 
ot the - Spitit , or have any 
h:ppineſle or glcry in the 
woild to:come, it it had not 
been for Chriſt : and Chrift 
had not been, it there had 
been no finne-: he that willech 
the cnd, willeth thoſe chiags 
that are neceſſarily referred 
ro that en; taking away fin 
was decreed before the 
worid, therefore the being of 
{inne was decreed; Chriſt's 
death was derermined before 
the world; for the end of 
Chriſt was to reſtore Adams 
tall ; if Adam had not tallen, 
there had been no need of 
4 Chriſt to reſtore him : The 
Saints were choſen to life be- 
fore the world ; choice hath 
reference to che fall, there- 
fore 
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fore the fall of Adam was de- 
creed : If the will of man 
had been the firſt and chief 
cauſe of the being of itn, then 
the will of man ſhould be the 
cauſe of Gods will , and ſo 
min ſhall be the originill 
cauſe of the ſalvation of him- 
ſelf, and ſo much the cauſe of 
it, that without his will it 
could not have been: and {o 
the determination of God 
what to do, thall not be from 
himſelf, but from the will of 
man, which: is contrary to 
Eph, 1.11. it min ſhould will 
ſin betore God 'w:i!ediit, then 
ſhall che will of God depend 
and wait upon the will of 
nan - as if God ſhould ſay,

Mr. Perkins ſaith, God de- 
creed the fall of Sdem - if

minian being drunk ſaid that
